Dr. H. Grafke, inspector in charge 
of the work in the Texas dirision, is authority for the figures 
on the number of cattle bathed every month. 
“ Giving J^arge numbers of cattle their regular bath to free 
them of the Texas fever carrying tick is one of the most import­ 
ant problems for improving the cattle raising business of south 
and ^ast Texas, ‘ Dr. Grafke said. “ In every section of south and

exposed to the bite of the tick and additional loss caused bv the 
tick engorging with nourishing blood from those sunuving the 
iirst attack of the disease and having acquired a certain degree 
of resistance to further innoculation by the tick. This r^onuition 
prevents bnngiiig in better grades of northern cattle. ’ 
r\ 
scientific investigation and practical experiments. 
Dr. Grafke said, the federal authorities discovered the life his­ 
tory of the cattle tick, its habits and peculiarities, also that the 
tick was verj' susceptible to arsenic poison. It was found that a 
dipping bath containing the ratio of 10 pounds of arsenic and 
other chemicals making a suitable compound, düuted with 025 
gallons of water, would kill ticks without serious injury C9 the 
cattle. In 1906 the federal authorities in co-operation with crate 
officials began the work of tick eradication and 'w it h the close of 
the season’s campaign on December 1, 1920. a total area of 510.- 
091 square miles or 70 per cent of the original quarantined area 
in all southern states affected has been freed of ticks and releas­ 
ed from federal quarantine. 
in the beginning of tick eradication in Texas, the inspector 
said, there w^as a total area of 19^,865 square miles under federal 
quarantine and on December 1,19 20, a total area of 91,279 square 
miles of Texas farms and ranches were freed of ricks, represent- 
ing an area t^^ice the size of that in thé other southern stat#=“s 
The original quaiantine line extended from the Red River in the 
vicinity of Childress, Texas, to Big Springs, Garden City and 
Pecos and onto the Rio Grande, while now native cattle can 
be trailed over free area from a line near Paris, Grand Saline, 
Marlin, Temple, Menard, Sonora and to a point near Del Rio, 
Texas, on the Rio Grande, to any point in the Texas Panhandle 
and other states.

Fort. Worth, Texas, Feb. 8.—Bathing from 1,500,000 to 2,- 
3 JI,3 < 5 cattle every month is the task in wiiich the United States 
bureau of animal industry is engaged in co-operation with the 
state authorities in T|exas. 
The cattle are given their baths to free them of the Texas 
fever tick, which kills large numbers annually and which the gov­ 
ern mem is now eradicating. 
Dr. H. Grafke, inspector in charge 
of the work in the Texas division, is authority for the figures 
on the number of cattle bathed every month. 
Giving Jarge numbers of cattle their regular bath to free 
them of the Texas fever carrying tick is one of the most import­ 
ant problems for improving the cattle raising business of south 
and east I exas,“ Dr. Grafke said. “In every section of south and 
east I exas there are large areas of fertile sod comparable with 
the best tanning sections of the northern states and the failure 
j of developing the agricultural and livestock industry is primarily 
, due to the ravages of the cattle fever tick which is the only rar- 
: no,r f f disease germ causing a disease among cattle commonly 
called Texas or tick fever. The disease was probably introduced 
into the southern states with the importation of cattle by Span­ 
iards during the early colonization of Mexico. 
’The national government located the infected districts and 
established a national quarantine line in 1891 and from that vear 
until the present time the disease has been prevalent in-a number 
1 ? and east Texas’ causing an annual loss of 
$o0,OOO to $200,000 per county by killing young cattle when first 
exposed to the bite of the tick and additional loss caused bv the 
tick engorging with nourishing blood from those surviving the 
attack of the disease and having acquired a certain degree 
of resistance to further innoculation by the tick. This c o n a tio n 
prevents bringing in better grades of northern cattle. ’ 
Through scientific investigation and practical experiments. 
Dr. Grafke said, the federal authorities discovered the life his­ 
tory of the cattle tick, its habits and peculiarities, also that the 
tick was very susceptible to arsenic poison. It was found that a 
dipping bath containing the ratio of IO pounds of arsenic and 
other clienr.cals making a suitable compound, diluted with 025 
gallons of water, would kill ticks without serious injury to the 
cattle. In 1900 the federal authorities in co-operation with crate 
Ollie ials began the work of tick eradication and with the close of 
the season’s campaign on December I, 1920, a total area of 510,- 
091 square miles or 70 per cent of the original quarantined arca 
iii all southern states affected has been freed of ticks and releas­ 
ed from federal quarantine. 
in the beginning of tick eradication in Texas, the inspector 
said, there was a total area of 19^.,865 square miles under federal 
quarantine and on December 1,1920, a total area of 91,279 square 
nxiles of I exas tarnis and ranches were freed of ticks, rcpresent- 
iiig an area twice the size of that in the other southern states. 
The original quarantine line extended from the Red River in the 
vicinity of Childress, Texas, to Big Springs, Garden City and 
Pecos and onto the Rio Grande, while now native cattle can 
be trailed over free area from a line uear Paris, Grand Saline, 
Marlin, Temple, Menard, Sonora and to a point near Del Rio, 
Texas, on the Rio Grande, to any point in the Texas Panhandle 
and other states. In that vast area freed of ticks purebred Here­ 
fords, Shorthorns, Holsteins and other profitable breeds of cat­ 
tle have taken the place of scrub cattle, and the old Texas Ix>ng- 
hom steer, according to Dr. Grafke, thereby developing livestock 
farming into a profitable business comparable with north Texas 
and northern states.

"What has occurred to justify a slump iu prices of farm (» roducts * 
ranging from 50 per cent to 100 per cent within a period of 12 
m o n th s. Certainly there are no less moutlis to lie fed now. The 
yield for 1920 was not unusually large! 
The starving children 
of Armenia need your wheat and corn and livestock, but they 
have nothing with which to jiay for it. The domestic consumer 
of fanu products is on a buyers’ strike, lie is refusing to buy at 
the exorbitant prices demanded by some retailers, except as he 
must buy to meet immediate needs. 
"The domestic manufacturer, the wholesaler and the job­ 
ber, because of tlie uncertainty of the price of Uie raw' material 
ami the demand for finished product, are, as it w'ere, dancing 
the hesitation, and they too are in the market only to fill imme­ 
diate demands. The underlying cause has been that a farmer has 
been taught to walk the furrow and produce per capita he is the 
best producer in the world. 
We have taught him to become an 
expert with his hands and have left him as a child in the use 
of his head in the management of his affairs, other than pro- 
diudion. For the great staple crops like wheat, corn, cotton, wool 
and live stock. ther<‘ is no existing machinery for the orderly 
marketing of farm products.

“W hat has occurred to justify a slump in prices of farm products if 
ranging from 50 per cent to IOO per cent within a period of 12 
m o nths? . Certainly there are no less m ouths to be fed now. The 
yield for 1920 was not unusually large! 
The starving children 
of Armenia need your wheat and corn and livestock, but they 
have nothing with which to pay for it. The domestic consumer 
of farm products is on a buyers’ strike. Ile is refusing to buy at 
; the exorbitant prices demanded by some retailers, except as he 
must buy to m eet immediate needs. 
“The domestic m anufacturer, the wholesaler and the job­ 
ber, because of the uncertainty of the price of the raw m aterial 
and the demand for finished product, are, as it were, dancing 
the hesitation, and they too are In the m arket only to fill imme­ 
diate demands. The underlying cause has been th at a farm er has 
been taught to walk the furrow and produce per capita he is the 
best producer In the world. We have taught him to become an 
expert with his hands and have left him as a child in the uso 
of his head in the m anagem ent of his affairs, other than pro­ 
duction. For the great staple crops like wheat, corn, cotton, wool 
and live stock, there is no existing m achinery for the orderly 
m arketing of farm products. Agriculture Is both under capitaliz­ 
ed and is without any adequate system of credits adapted to 
its peculiar needs. 
“There is a terrific strain upon the finances of the country 
a t the crop moving season..

Honolulu, T. It., Feb. 5. 
A federal survey commission, head­ 
ed by Dr. Frank A. Bunker of W ashington, which recently sur­ 
veyed education conditions in Hawaii, in a preliminary report de­ 
clared that the “m om entum ” of the Japanese race in Hawaii puts 
all other racial groups out of the running in respect to numbers 
and that the momentum if continued will carry the Japanese 
race into an increasingly dominant numerical position, giving 
their Hawaiian-bom progeny in 1930 about 28 per cent of the 
electorate of the territory. 
The report, which is freely interspersed with tables of figures 
obtained from federal and territorial official sources and from the 
office of the Japanese consulate-general in Honolulu, says in 
part: 
‘'With an actual population'now in the islands of 114,137 
(1919), as reported by the Japanese consulate-general, against 
25,000 Portugese, the next largest group, it is clear that the 
Japanese race has acquired a momentum which puts all the other 
groups out of the running with respect to numbers. 
"That this momentum inevitably will carry the Japanese race 
into an increasingly dominant numerical position, if continued, is 
clearly shown by tales compiled from information obtained^from 
the office of the .Japanese consul-general and from the records 
of the territorial board of health.”
